More to be desired are they than gold, yea, than much fine 
gold: sweeter also than honey and the honeycomb.” (Psalm 19:7-10) 

One of the sad aspects of human thinking and human living 
today is the loss of true values in life. Man does not any longer seem 
to have a clear-cut understanding of what are the first things to be 
sought in life. Instead of building with gold, silver, precious stones 
upon the one foundation of Jesus Christ, he has been building with 
wood, hay, and stubble and today stands aghast as there are evidences 
that the whole social order threatens to crumble over his head. Con- 
fused by the teaching and practice of their elders, many of the young 
people today find it hard to form a true evaluation of what is most 
important to seek in life. 

There are things more to be desired than gold, even much fine 
gold. Gold has been the first thing for many in our materialistic day.

Science has been used powerfully 
in the hands of the money-powers, promising great things for man 
with all comforts and advancements. But today, of a recent conference 
of leading scientists, educators, and statesmen held at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, one newspaper reporter said, “The only 
remedies some of the world’s most distinguished scientists had to 
offer were to be found not in science itself but in such things as a 
spiritual re-awakening, a re-discovery of morals.” 

The sweetness of honey and the honeycomb represents the 
height of sensual satisfaction, but there are greater things than these.
